They're used to cut out 
chips in corners (wood chips, not 
potato chips].

They have numbers a 11 over them 
just like your ruler. 











































































































































These are STEEL TAPES and are used for 
quick, easg measuring. When gou re 
finished using them, the tape goes back 
inside until gou need it again. It stags in 

^ the dark like a turtle in his sh ell. _, 
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This is a LEVEL and it is used to keep 
things straight. It has a bubble in a glass 
tube. When the bubble settles in the 
middle of the tube, you know everything 
is straight.
